M eryn Cadell’s life is very busy 
these days. I spoke to her 
from her home in Toronto, where 
she is taking a short break from her 
schedule before embarking on a 
cross Canada University tour. Two 
years ago, she was a Struggling 
artist who was embarking in many 
genres. Today, her album, Angel 
Food for Thought, is still climbing the 
charts in Canada. Her single, “The 
Sweater,” has garnered critical 
acclaim in.the U.S. and “Barbie” is 
being released as a dance single in 
September. 


In 1989 her first recording, Talking 
Like Crazy, received limited distribution. 
We talked about her beginnings and how 
she landed her record deal in Canada and 
world wide. 


E mets Like Crazy was never 
really released. | didn’t have 
the money to release it. | got an 
Explorations Grant through Canada 
Council to do the work. My Dad lent 


me some money and I think I made | 


300 dubs in total and it went to 
record companies. and radio 
stations and ultimately it did 
succeed in getting the record deal. 
It was my obtuse aim for it. I've 
often wondered about whether it 
was going to happen no matter 
what or whether it was a series of 
bizarre circumstances that it seems 
to be. I sent it to a lot of American 
labels as there were very few 
Canadian independent companies 
at the time. Intrepid wasn’t even 
running at that time. It was turned 
down by all of them except one in 
Florida. I was working selling 
classified ads over the phone for a 
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paper in Toronto and overheard a 
columnist talking about the New 
Music Seminar and | asked her who 
sends people down there and she 
told me Stuart Ravenhill at Intrepid 
Records. So | fired my tape off to 
him, he loved it and put me in the 
Canadian Showcase that summer, 
which was 1990. It did well enough 
and the media loved it so Intrepid 
said let’s put you back in the 
studio, sign you, and put a record 
out. The Sire deal, which is for the 
rest of the world, followed quickly 
after the release in Canada. My stuff 
is so out there and I never had 
anyone approach me before; I had 
a lot of musician support but never 
had media or record company 
support. It all fell together very 
quickly. 


Labels are something that Meryn 
Cadell struggles with every day. She has 
been called everything from a novelty toa 
comic. We talked about the relentless 
comparisons and labelling. 


n media, things are supposed to 
fit into nice slots. So often with 
musical artists, they'll say while it’s 
kind of like The Chills, mixed with 
The Cure, mixed with a pinch of

whatever. It’s such a classic way of 
describing something you don’t 
know. I guess it’s to get some 
reference point. Mine becomes so 
diverse that it becomes laughable - 
the things that | get compared to. 
Jane Siberry crossover to Sandra 
Bernhard came up a lot in the 
beginning. Now it’s been 
everything from The Mothers of 
Invention to Spalding Gray to 


- Laurie Anderson, Joni Mitchell, 


Carly Simon. It’s a whole mixed bag 


of stuff. At least it’s not all folk 


singers or all women....I’m 
considered a novelty act on top 40 
stations in the United States and 
I’m doing my best to backpedal 
away from them. I appreciate that 
they play my records but | can't 
abide that term. Novelty is like 
dead skunk in the middle of the 
road territory. “The Sweater” might 
be humourous but it is certainly not 


a novelty song. In the U.S., “The 


Sweater” was released as a cassette 
single. As it turns out, when things 
are labelled or approached as a 
novelty, it gets played on the radio 
and people phone up and request 
it but in the end, it didn’t generate 
sales. It didn’t peak their interest to 
find out more about the artist but it 
broke records for people phoning 
in and requesting it, over 16,000 
people in one day. 


Meryn Cadell reflected on the 
difference between the U.S. and Canadian 
Market. 


merican radio is far more 

formatted including college 
radio. What college radio will and 
won't play and what is classified as 
new rock. Americans are talking 
about how much the barriers are 
breaking down in radio but I think 
they are still a far cry compared to 
how Canadian radio works. The one 
big difference for me is that in 
Canada, I had a whole large base in 
terms of people who were 
interested in. the album from 
college play to CBC play. The top 
40 hit was like gravy: what a 
hilarious lark that such a thing 
could happen. So that’s how my 
profile has been built in Canada 
but in the U.S., | could be Weird Al 
Yankovich for all people know. | am 
just now trying to build up the real 
Meryn Cadell towards that market, 
as the performer, to try and build 
the same kind of thing that | havein 


Canada. I don’t really think the 


countries are really all that different 
except for the way radio and video 
are formatted. MuchMusic, I’ve 
discovered, is much’ more 
experimental which you might find 
strange. It’s much more risk taking 
in playing independents than its 
American counterpart. 
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The discussion continued into the —

sickening. I have a bit of a problem — 


sometimes with it. I’ve reached | 
more people than I could imagine — 
through these commercial channels — 
so I love the diversity that I’ve hit. 1 — 
just don’t like my work being © 
chatted about on that level. | 


With her popularity and success, | 
Meryn Cadell has had to adjust to the © 
changes, both positive and negative, that © 
come with this territory. We talked about | 
how she is coping with these changes. : 


t times there is tremendous © 
stress and a lack of time for | 
myself. It’s so easy not to say no. © 
The business as a whole: from — 
managers to agents, can work you © 
so hard that there is no time for | 


writing or solitude. When I get | 
frazzled, | have to remind myself — 


that if | had put out a record that no © 
one was interested in then I would © 
be disappointed. There certainly is — 


a down side to success and © 


popularity in terms of how much it | 
consumes your time and how many | 
bozos want something from you. | 
certainly have a lot more friends © 
than I use to and I need to sort that © 


one out. It’s all in the realm of what © 


is expected but you never really © 
know what it’s like until it happens — 
to you.

month short of his 80th birthday. Over the past 
0 years, Cage’s work has led the way to every 

new major trend in musical composition. No other 
composer has ever had that kind of influence on 
the music of their time - influence that has broken 
out of the ghetto of the “Avant-garde” affecting 
virtually every part of contemporary western 
music. ct 

John Cage changed the way people write and 
listen to music fundamentally. Through a mix of 
Zen Buddhism and Marcel Duchamp, Cage 
worked to remove the ego and self-control from 
music using chance and indeterminacy to let the 
sounds in his music be themselves. To Cage’s 
ears, all sounds musical or not were given equal 
value, and silences just as important as sounds. 

Mischievous but with good intentions, John 
Cage was a great composer and musical 
philosopher who made permissible many of the 
things we now take for granted in music — to 
create, write, and hear it any way we like or see fit. 
Thanks John, some of us will miss you.

It’s bands 
like this that made me want to start 
writing about this kind of music, and this 
month’s column is dedicated to this 
amazing new band. Do | sound like I'm 
overreacting, maybe just a little too 
much? No way man! I'm tellin’ ya the hair 
is there, the pants are tight, and the 
boots are pointy, and what’s more, the 
organ is cheezy, the vocals are snotty, 
and the guitar is - you guessed it - 
FUZZY! 


heir first single, on Primitive . 


Records, is sixties punk coolness 
through and through. The title track 
“You're Evil” must be heard to be 
believed. It kicks off with an excruciating 


feedback intro and leads full force into 


the grooviest hook since the Gravedigger 
V's “It's Spooky”. Some great ‘put-down’ 
lyrics, a rude guitar solo, and a ‘rave-it- 
up, then fade it out’ ending, make this 
my #1 favourite original of 1992. It’s a 


‘tough tune to follow, but flip the single, 
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and you can’t help but dig another 
original, “Back to Me”. Standard garage 
style lyrics, and that cheezy organ | was 
telling you about, are featured in this cut, 
plus I always love bands who aren't afraid 
to chant “hey!hey!hey!” in the 
background. The last track on the record 
is a cover of the Ranger Sounds’ 
‘Ricordami’. It's an interesting choice for a 
cover song; I guess they thought “Be A 
Caveman” would be too obvious, 
(although I've heard they do a great 
cover of that song too!). . 

The Cryptics started in early 1990. It 
seems almost too perfect, when you 
consider that Montreal's previous garage 
gods, ‘The Gruesomes’ were calling it 
quits at almost exactly the same time. 
But that’s not to say that The Cryptics are 
in any way trying to copy the Gruesomes, 
or ride their fame. These boys have their 
own style within the same genre and I'm 
sure they would have existed regardless 
of the Gruesomes. In fact, they have 
spent the summer touring with the 
Gruesomes on their ‘reunion’ tour. Don't 
get too excited, apparently the tour won't 
be going further west than Ontario!?! 

As they appear on the single, The 
Cryptics are Fred Bolza on guitar, organ, 
and vocals; Chris Beck on lead guitar and 
vocals; Jordan Swift on bass; and Eric 
Boulanger on drums. There have been 
some minor line-up changes in the past, 
but the main core of Chris Beck and Fred

epending on what day of the week you catch 

him, his name may be Steve Baileys, the 
Adult facilitator for the SAY WHAT (Socially Aware 
Youth With Healthy Attitudes Today) program on 
Tuesday evenings at 8:00 pm; Estevan Baileys, 
one of four hosts on the Sunday (12:30-1:30 pm) 
program Postales Musicales de Latino-America; or Oh 
Waiter or Hey you! as he serves people at Cafe 
Mexico. 

Needless to say, he is one busy guy! By day, he 
works for the B.C. Council of Human Rights. At 
night, he’s either waiting tables at Cafe Mexico, 
facilitating the SAY WHAT program, participating 
in the musical percussion group Samba Club of 
Victoria or preparing for his Sunday Latino- 
American show. 


Imost two years now, Steve officially started 

volunteering at CFUV in February of 1991, 
when he re-started the Postales Musicales de Latino- 
America program with his roommate, Miguel 
Alvarenga. According to Baileys, “the original 
Postales started in 1985 or 1986 entirely in Spanish.” 
After two other hosts and 6-7 months of no Latin- 


American programming, a lot has changed. “We 


are now a team of four with Adriana Premat and 
Martin Montero, who are both from Argentina”, 
claims Estevan. Today, the show is totally 
bilingual. “It was because my English is better 
then my Spanish and | felt a lot more comfortable 
making my contribution in English”, adds Baileys. 


“We thought that if we could do something that — 


was bilingual in nature, it could serve as a bridge 
between the two cultures both here in Canada and 
in Latin America. The relationship between Miguel 
and I are a microcosm of that because I’m from 
North America and an English speaker first and 
Miguel is from El Salvador.” As for the reasons to 
resurrect Postales Musicales de Latino-America, 
Baileys offers: “the recognition that Latin America, 
Latin culture, and Latin music was something that 
was quite appealing to Canadians as a whole. A lot 
of people took their vacations there, many were 


~- concerned with what was happening politically 


and a lot of people wanted to share and 
participate with the music and with the culture.” 

Their audience appears to be growing, with a 
lot of UVIC Spanish students as their initial 
audience, they’re reaching out more to the Latin- 
American community, especially with the addition 
of Adriana and Martin and the connections in the 
Latin American community they bring with them. 
“We try to get people involved by doing 
interviews, sharing the music and the culture’, 
explains Baileys. 

According to Steve, it is estimated between 
three to five thousand people of Hispanic/Latin 
origin live in the Victoria community, even though 
no real census has been taken to determine the 
exact numbers. “This could be recent immigrants 
of a week ago to second generation Hispanics who 
are as North American as you or | are. It’s quite

surprising, | don’t think a lot of people realize that. 
The community is very dispersed compared to 
other communities such as the Chinese or Indo- 


Canadian community.” 


hile the show Postales Musicales de Latino- 
America focuses more on the music and the 
culture rather then the politics, Estevan adds, 
“Once you begin to listen to the music and get 
hooked to it, you begin to become aware of the 
problems since it is the roots of the music.” With 
new energy of the two new members who joined 
two and a half months ago, they’re collectively 
exploring other ways of expanding their program. 
“First of all, we may look at expanding not only the 
hour to two, but the focus to get the Latin- 
American community to help out with 
programming and maybe plug into a news service 
and look at including information on all of Latin 
America. 

Not one to be satisfied with doing nothing,

evenings to help facilitate the SAY WHAT (Socially 
Aware Youth With Healthy Attitudes Today) program. 
SAY WHAT was born a year and a half ago and 
they’re hoping to continue in September with 
some restructure because Common Place doesn’t 
have the funding. The International Development 
and Education Association will be taking over SAY 
WHAT and recruit through the junior and 
secondary schools. 

Baileys explains with a sense of pride in his 
voice, “A lot of the youth who participate in SAY 
WHAT are active youths and are involved with the 
Environmental Youth Alliance, Sierra Club, 
Amnesty International or the Western Canada 
Wilderness Society. We have a lot of youth who 
were not involved with school or the community 
but they come together with radio.” Apparently, 
some people were very shy and timid when they 
first started and as time increased, they began to 
rub off on each other and thereafter their 
confidence would improve and they'd want to 
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produce and participate in the preparation of the 
shows. “It’s great to see the active youth rub off on 
the other youths”, states Baileys. 

Up until recently, the program was under the 
auspices of Common Place, which received 
funding under the Provincial government, but the 
funding diminished. According to Baileys, 
“Common Place originally came about in 1990 as a 
way to take advantage of the 1994 Commonwealth 
games because of the opportunity of bringing 
children together from all over the world from 


different countries, including developed and 


southern (third world countries). Common Place 
was in recognition that these people would be 
coming here in 1994 and‘instead of looking at the 
sport and pageantry of the event (Commonwealth 
Games), which it has in the past, but to use it as 
an opportunity to get to know the cultures and the 


reality and experiences of the people in the | 


Southern Countries. To allow youth here in 
Victoria to learn about youth around the world 
dealing with different development issues. We put 
together various workshops, such as racism in the 
world, for youth 12-18 years old, where we would 
bring in guest speakers.The youth would form 
their own way of responding by producing, writing, 
and creating their own shows. 


Ss‘ has worked with youth for the past dozen 
years. Beginning at the YMCA, various day 
camps and then the UVIC Wilderness camp, he 
received his degree in education as a high school 
teacher at UVIC. He enjoys working with the youth 
in an unstructured way. “It’s an exciting 
environment and I’ve always enjoyed working with 
kids and youth. Lot of ways, I’m still a big kid at 
heart and I hope I don’t lose it”. 

He achieves the most satisfaction out of seeing 
the results of the program and being part of the 
team while working co-operatively with others. 
When asked what would your friends say about 
you, Baileys replies, “Trying to do too much at his 
own expense...busy”, quickly he adds laughingly, 
“I don’t think I want to hear the answer to that.” 
When Steve’s not too busy, you may find him 
hiking, playing tennis or listening to some of his 
favourite artists such as: Reuben Blades from 
Panama, Guardabarranco, a brother and sister folk 
group from Nicaragua, Joe Arroyo from Columbia 
or Celia Cruz from Cuba. 

It appears that Steve can’t stay away from being 


- busy. Steve admits that he’s trying to change and 


give more time to activities that involve just 
himself or one other person. His latest outlet for 
stress, frustration and energizing himself has been 
his participation with the Samba Club of Victoria. 
However, what started off as another recreational 


activity has almost become full time work. It 


started out as a few people interested in Latin 
percussion and has blossomed to 20 people. The 
group has played Folkfest, Latin Festival, and the 
recent Sunfest. A

uae Their songs are driven by ‘topical lyrics 
and intense, yet, listenable music. State of Mind 
has chosen a difficult balance to work with in their 
songs.

changes and replaced our 
rhythm section. 

O: What was the motivation for replacing the rhythm 
section? 

VW: Well, it wasn’t so much motivation on our 
part, one of the guys decided to go back to school. 
He felt it was time to change careers. The other 
one is a long story, a combination of musical and 
personal differences. But they were with us for 
three good years. They really helped establish a 
high level of competency which helped when we 
started looking for new guys. 

O: The songs on your first CD have social issues as 
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3 : something. I've never 
been into the ‘Ghilosanie. of trying to write hit 
songs. There’s a certain commercialism about 
music that | find quite abhorrent. It seems that 
there’s a lot of stuff written with commercial goals 
in mind and it’s not something | really relate to. | 
like getting to the meat of the matter. If it’s a bit 
queasy for the listener then so be it but if it makes 
them think a little bit...it’s really satisfying to have 
someone come up and Say “I know someone with 
AIDS and I can really relate to that tune.” 


O: Have songs written since the CD been in the same 
direction? 

VW: Even more so actually. It’s moving more 
and more into what we’d call a more intense 
approach. At least lyrically, it’s getting more 
towards the Art Bergmann or Lou Reed side of 
things and more and more away from lyrics that 
resemble bad commercialism. 

O: How has the band changed with time and a more 
focused direction on social issues for lyrics? 

Steve Monteith: It’s changed a lot with the 
lyrics. We’ve developed a feel for what each 
other's playing and the type of mood we're going 
for; it’s developed with the lyrics and become 
more intense. The social issues really give a 
reason to play the songs. It’s kind of a hollow 
feeling to play songs that don’t say anything. Even 
as a musician, if you’ve got great parts you’ve got 
to believe in what you're doing. 

O: From your point of view, how has the new rhythm 
section changed the band? 

SM: I think it’s less technically adept but more 
feel oriented. 

O: Is that more satisfying? 

SM: Yes, definitely. I think we really work well 
together, just laying into groove more rather than 
Over-arranging parts. That tended to happen once 
and awhile, where the parts tended to take over 
from the feel. 

O: What sort of sacrifices have you made both personally 
and career-wise to play your music? Is there anything else 
in your life that you’ve postponed to play music? 

SM: No, not really. Music is something I’ve 
done for as long as I can remember. In the four 
years since I’ve joined this band, it’s meant a lot of 
practicing which has meant giving up social things 
to go to practice. 

O: Are any of you full time musicians or do you have 
day jobs? 

SM: It’s all day jobs right now. Some of us are 
part-time but we need to pay the rent. 

O: How does the music that you listen to, both past and 
present, influence your song writing? 

VW: | guess it does somewhat, both past and 
present, but I don’t think it does a whole lot. If you 
write a lot of songs, then I think you can 
experiment with different genres of music that you 
like. For instance, back when | was living in 
Edmonton, | was in this music scene with guys 
from The Pursuit of Happiness and I'd go out and 
see them and buy their albums when they 
started doing really well. As a songwriter, 1 > 
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hat | learned this summer: dishwashing is an art; 
girls are evil; Vancouver is really gross; pot grows 
quickly; keys don't always work; playing in six bands is 
stupid; I hate short hair; and never take five of your 
closest friends for a swim in the city hall fountain.

_ VW: There is a lot of pressure and you try to 
counter it. | don’t worry too much about it though. 
Record companies are always asking “Where’s the 
hit single?” and if we release something, we’ll try 
and decide on a single. It’s not “Let’s try and write 
a single,” it’s, “Okay, what have we got?” _ 

O: Have you guys got any plans for hitting the road? 

VW: Yes, we're just getting plans underway for 
a tour, but it’s not that easy. We were supposed to 
open for Art Bergmann on his tour but it fell 
through about ten days before the start. He 
ended up getting dropped from his label which is 
a true crime. It was great to see a couple of his 
shows when we played with him in Victoria. We'll 
hopefully get out in mid-October. | 

O: Will it be across Canada? 

VW: Well, we’re hoping to start in Victoria and 
get out to Toronto and then back. A

hen trying to recall my 

earliest childhood memory, 
I’m stymied. Am | actually 
remembering or am | clever enough 
to fill in the subjective details from 
a baby picture taken from my 
mother? Enter Australian director 
Jocelyn Moorehouse and the blind 
photographer of her film, Proof. This 
dark and sometimes bleak comedy 
shakes the emotional certainties of 
our visually obsessive society. 

In Proof, Martin (played by Hugo 
Weaving) is the blind photo- 
grapher. He uses pictures as 
corroborating evidence for his 


remaining senses. As social critic 
Susan Sontag has stated, “the 
photograph is not only an image...it 
is also a trace of something directly 
stenciled of the real, like a foot print 
or death mask.” Martin wants to 
physically grasp what others can 
see. Each photo labelled with a 
braille caption triggers a vivid 
plethora of remembered sen- 
sations. Often, the photo image for 
the sighted photographer has 
denoted a unique vision, turning 
the common place into art. With a 


- matter of fact superiority, Martin 


declares his acute sensibilities, 
turning blindness into art. 
While his photographs indicate 


the remarkable strength of Martin’s © 


inner vision, he’s also completely 
vulnerable. Someone must tell him 


what’s in his pictures. He must trust © 


that his collaborator will tell him the 
truth and share the same reality. 
Yet, for Martin, who is controlling 
and without compassion, friends are 
few. With his housekeeper, his 
closest companion Celia (Gene- 
vieve Picot), he is the most angry. 
With a near snarl, he takes sadistic 
satisfaction in refusing Celia’s 
desperate devotion. She does 
retaliate by judiciously moving 
pieces of furniture. To Martin, sex 
and love only mean a pitiful] loss of 
independence. Enter Andy (Russell 
Crowe), a drifter and dishwasher at a

local restaurant. He’s fascinated by 
Martin, eager to share .in his artistic 
enterprise. What Andy sees 
becomes important because of 
Martin’s photos. And so due for 
Moorehouse begins an intriguing 
menage a trois that toys with love’s 
affect on even photographic realism. 


n a Globe and Mail interview, 

Moorehouse characterized much 
of her film Proof as “the psy- 
chological problem of not being 
able to trust people, of wanting 
proof.” She then added mockingly, 
“that’s presuming that photographs 
tell the truth and that’s another 
issue”. For me, it’s the very 
truthfulness of the snapshot which 
makes Martin but especially Celia 
understandable. After some 
photographic blackmail, Celia forces 
Martin to visit her apartment. While 
sitting on her couch, he’s innocent 
of a wall covered with candid 


photos of himself - Celia is also a 


photographer. While suggesting his 
accessibility, Celia’s continued 
frustrations are represented in her 
private gallery. 

From Susan Sontag’s essay, “The 
Image World”, she speaks to Celia’s 
dilemma. “The possession of a 
camera can inspire something akin 
to lust and like all credible forms of 
lust, it can not be satisfied: first 


because the possibilities of 


photography are infinite and second 
because the project is finally self 
devouring.” Celia’s surreptitious 


~camera work does display Martin at 


his most sexually appealing. Yet, 
when she desperately maneuvers © 
him into fondling her breasts, she’s | 


asking him to stretch over the 


distance created by his photo- 
graphic vision. Without possessing 
the image of her inviting desire, he 
can exper-ience her in the flesh. 

jocelyn Moorehouse’s Proof is the 
baffling trauma of living Kodacolour 
lives. As | abandoned my camera, | 
took up poetry. | cast words in 
photographic moments where 
meaning and memory happened in 
a flash. 

Proof is coming soon to your local 
video store and if it’s not, ask them 
to get it. Until next time, go out and 
see a movie, then talk or argue, just — 
as long as you put words to the 
pictures.
